‘DESTINATION COWBRIDGE ’ 

- consultants' vision for the town 
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THE VALE Council cabi¬ 
net has taken delivery of a 
mammoth consultants’ 
report that looks at how 
the main towns in the Vale 
should be developed. 

It was 18 months ago that con¬ 
sultants Nathaniel Lichfield and 
Partners were commissioned to 
produce a ‘Town Centre 
Framework’ and this document 
has now been completed. 

For Cowbridge, the thrust of 
the document is to build on the 
town’s strengths, and work on 
attracting more visitors, under the 
banner ‘Destination 
Cowbridge’ 

Penarth gets the per¬ 
haps more exciting tag of 
‘The Vale’s artistic and 
cultural hub ’ - while 
Llantwit Major is likely 
to be branded as the 
‘Historical Gateway to 
Glamorgan Heritage 
Coast ’. 

The two areas in Barry 
that were considered are 
Holton Road - given the 
slogan ‘ Managing 

change for a viable 21st 
Century Centre’ - and, 
finally, High Street and 
Broad Street, to be mar¬ 
keted as ‘ Barry’s inde¬ 
pendent cluster and night 
time destination’. 

The report, which runs 
to more than 100 pages, 
is sure to be looked at in 
detail in the coming 
weeks. 

However, the consult¬ 
ants have picked out a 
number of areas in 
Cowbridge that are 
already hot topics. 

They say that, while 


the town should be looking to 
bring in more visitors, the impor¬ 
tance of having adequate parking 
should be emphasised. 

The consultants believe that 
more visitors could be attracted 
by emphasising the points of 
interest in the town, and also by 
expanding the retail area. 

It is suggested that planning 
policy should be relaxed so that 
more “upper floors” in buildings 
are used as retail space. The town 
should capitalise on its “historic 
build environment” - old build¬ 
ings to the layman - and should 
also look to expand its range of 


special events. More day (and 
night) markets are suggested. 

The consultants also note that, 
since the arrival of Waitrose, 
retailers have changed their open¬ 
ing hours - with some staying 
open later - and this could be a 
source of further growth. 

However, one thing that seems 
certain to come out of the frame¬ 
work is a “comprehensive review 
of transport links to the town and 
of car parking provision”. 

The consultants’ report says 
that the future of the livestock 
market should be a part of this 
review.

O NCE again,

Alun Cairns MP sent 
out a letter to the resi¬ 
dents of Barry Island, in 
which he envisaged the

development was priori¬ 
tised in its place. 

The Vale Council, on 


- long delays getting on 
or off the Island, major 
parking problems, and 
the worry of emergency 
services not being able 
to reach people quickly. 

The infrastructure is 
not fit for purpose to 
accommodate the vol¬ 
ume of traffic without a 
second road and ade¬ 
quate parking. 

Until our politicians 
sort this mess out, the 
problems will only 
become worse and, in 
my view, they should 
take a more pragmatic 
approach to the issue 
now. 

The Vale Council 
could begin by can¬ 
celling all major events 
over Barry Island. The 
new parking enforce¬ 
ment officers should be 


Cardiff Road, up the link road and along Port Road. 

They would have had to worm their way around 
14 roundabouts and four sets of lights just to get to 
the nightmare that is Culverhouse Cross. 

The remaining traffic that chooses to stay on the 
old road will still cause havoc, as it tries to get 
through two sets of lights and four roundabouts to 
get to the start of the Five-Mile Lane and the 
approaching new set of disastrous lights at the other 
end. 

Another reader’s letter on the same page, from 
Beverley Mackintosh, Barry Island, spouts the old 
adage ‘ What if there was afire or major incident, 
what would the emergency services do?’ 

Well, I’ve lived in Barry all my 63 years and 
have never heard of a major incident over on Barry 
Island that needed immediate attention. Anyway as 
I can see the Island Road from my house, I know 
that if the traffic is going to the Island then the 
other side of the road is reasonably clear and, con¬ 
versely, when the traffic is coming off, the road 
over is also clear and certainly accessible. 

The only problem I see is that if you want all 
these day trippers to come to Barry Island to pro¬ 
vide much-needed revenue for the local traders, 
then you have to provide ample car parking facili¬ 
ties, as well as an improved road system. 

All these roundabouts into and out of the town 
are a waste of space. The Port Road has a 50mph 
limit on it (I wish), you only have to have one lorry 
and all those roundabouts slow it down to between 
25 and 30 mph at most. 

It takes me 272 hours to get to London and the 
first 35 minutes can be getting out of Barry, a dis¬ 
tance of about seven miles. 

All will become clear very soon.

Author tells of 
his inspiration 

THE latest author to speak at the 
Cowbridge Book Festival was award¬ 
winning novelist and screenwriter 
Rhidian Brook. 

On Wednesday evening Rebecca Lloyd James 
(above), a former editor with Harper Collins, intro¬ 
duced her old friend Rhidian to a large audience of 
book enthusiasts, including many members of local 
reading and creative writing groups. 

The audience were fascinated to hear that the 
inspiration for Rhidian’s book The Aftermath came 
from stories he had heard about his grandfather’s 
experiences in post-war Hamburg when the British 
Forces were charged with overseeing the rebuilding 
of the devastated city and the de-Nazification of its 
defeated people. 

Rhidian’s grandfather Colonel Walter Brook and 
his family were billeted in a grand house requisi¬ 
tioned by the British military from a German fami¬ 
ly, but in an extraordinary break with protocol, 
Walter insisted on sharing the house with the resi¬ 
dents. 

A situation which must have been incredibly dif¬ 
ficult for both families to live with! 

Rhidian was keen to emphasize that The 
Aftermath is a work of fiction but the vivid descrip¬ 
tions of the ruined city, its inhabitants and their 
feral existence in the ruins and rubble are complete¬ 
ly true. 

The audience thoroughly enjoyed their evening 
including a lively Q and A session. Rhidian was an 
excellent and articulate speaker and his presentation 
proved to be both interesting and informative, cov¬ 
ering a period of history that many of us know so 
little about. He also brought along some of his 
father’s photographs for his audience to peruse 
while they queued to have their books signed. 

Two dates for your diaries: Thursday July 4, Roy 
Noble will interview the remarkable 91-year-old 
Eileen Younghusband, about her new autobiograph¬ 
ical book Men I Have Known. 

On Saturday July 13 Elmer the Patchwork 
Elephant will visit Cowbridge, where Nanny Lee 
will entertain the young of all ages with stories of 
Elmer’s exploits.

A S reported 
by The GEM 
last week, I 
am pleased that the 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, (CC Trust) 
has been shortlisted 
in the 2013 national 
Biffa Awards for 
the children’s read¬ 
ing circle we placed 
in the Old Hall 
Gardens. 

We seem to be devel¬ 
oping a pleasant habit 
of collecting awards! 

Last year, the trust 
was pleased to receive 
an award from Action 
for Market Towns by 
winning the ‘Wales 
Environment and 
Culture Category’. The 
judges’ comments were, 
“Excellent value 
achieved by a local 
group. Shows the power 
of an engaged commu¬ 
nity that want to 
achieve something.” 

In 2011 we were 
commended in class 2 
of the Awards for 
Wildlife from the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Biodiversity 
Partnership, when the 
entries were, “excellent 
and deciding on the 
winners was very diffi¬ 
cult.” The Judge’s 
comments; “This proj¬ 
ect will provide a 
wildlife haven in the 
middle of Cowbridge.” 

The CC Trust was set 
up in 2003 with the late 
Bruce McGovern as the 
prime mover for organ¬ 


ising the celebrations in 
March 2004 for the 
750th anniversary of the 
Granting of the 
Cowbridge Charter. The 
trust was registered later 
that year with the 
Charity Commission. 

Following the cele¬ 
brations, with fellow 
trustee Alan Crossley as 
the main motivator, the 
trust organised the first 
food and drink festival 
in November 2004. 

This became so suc¬ 
cessful that running the 
festival became a full 


time job and we handed 
it over to a separate vol¬ 
untary organisation. 

It is now one of the 
most popular food festi¬ 
vals in Wales and in 
2010 was the winner of 
the National Tourism 
Awards Wales; Best 
Community Event 
2010.

I would like to thank all the many groups and 
organisations for their warmth and welcome wher¬ 
ever my duties took me. 

It is these people who have made my year so 
special and I have felt constantly privileged and 
humbled, to have been Mayor of such a wonderful 
community, full of hard working, selfless individu¬ 
als, who voluntarily give so much of their own 
precious time and energy for the benefit of others. 

I would dearly like to list them all, but fear there 
are far too many for that. 

Thanks also must go to my long suffering hus¬ 
band and to my family, who despite illness and 
disability, have supported me constantly through¬ 
out the year. 

Finally, I would like to thank The GEM for their 
support and for offering me the opportunity to 
share with everyone my thoughts and experiences 
and I hope future Mayors will follow on from this 
and enjoy the same privilege as The GEM has 
afforded me, and keep in touch with our communi¬ 
ty- 

Thank you everyone for all your support and 


encouragement during my term of office. 

One last report before signing off - I would like 
to share with you my very last official duty before 
standing down. On Saturday, May 18,1 attended 
the Cowbridge Football Club’s annual awards cere¬ 
mony at the Cowbridge Leisure Centre, to present 
members with their trophies. 

It was a wonderful occasion and I could not 
have asked for a more pleasurable and humbling 
experience to finish off my year. 

Accolades must go to two very hardworking 
individuals - Rhys Williams and Craig Pailey - 
who, I am told, have taken this club from a mem¬ 
bership of around 100 members to its current 
membership of 328 in just a very short time. This 
is a wonderful achievement. 

With all this in mind, I was shocked and horri¬ 
fied to learn that the local authority are currently 
charging this club the princely sum of £11,000 for 
the use of the football pitch facilities at Cowbridge 
School for just one evening a week. Come on, 
everyone! Surely this is far too excessive? Should 
not a school facility be available, at least at a rea¬ 
sonable and sustainable price for a club such as 
this, providing social wellbeing, further education 
and character building of young children? 

When I stood on that stage and witnessed just 
how many children were benefiting from being a 
member of this club, I knew it was time that some 
one, somewhere did something to support their 
cause. After all, was the school not provided for 
their education? Do we not pay taxes to help pay 
for their education? 

Why then are they expecting these children to 
pay so much for the use of that very facility - for 
at the end of the day, it is the children who are 
having to pay this £11,000. 

The introduction of huge subscriptions, in times 
of austerity means it is getting harder and harder 
for parents to find the cash. Bit by bit, soon it 
could be only the privileged children who are 
going to be able to continue to play football. 

Bearing in mind the recent sale of the old 
Grammar School (for over £2m) and the possible 
sale of the old Girls’ School on the Aberthin Road,

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the proceeds of which go to the Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School Trust, formerly the 
Cowbridge Grammar School Trust, and one has to 
wonder if there is not a case here, (if not already 
provided) for the award of a substantial grant by 
way of the associated Sir Thomas Mansel Franklen 
Trust. It could to help towards facility costs, for 
the children, under the terms of the Trust docu¬ 
ment. 

This states the money is to provide for the “pro¬ 
motion of the education, social and physical train¬ 
ing of current or former pupils of the school in 
need of financial assistance a quote taken from 
the 2011/2012 financial statement of the Trust. 

It seems to me that the local authority, not being 
able to reap the benefits of the sale of the Old 
Grammar School themselves, are now charging 
huge amounts of hire charges to the children in the 
community for the use of the school facilities - to 
help claw back money for the building of the 
school or to pay for the furnishing and provision of 
equipment within the school - which should be 
provided by the authority themselves. 

Yes, there have been articles in the press 


objecting to the money from the sale of the Old 
Grammar School or the Old Girls School, not 
going back into the local authority education budg¬ 
et. But would readers like to think that the terms of 
your will or trust documents were changed after 
your days, because someone somewhere decided 
they wanted your money for their own cause? 

A trust is a trust and is set up for one purpose - 
and that purpose should be respected and adhered 
to, otherwise what faith can anyone have in the 
legal system of this country? 

Well, somewhat controversial viewpoints aside, 
let me step back to the topic in hand and send 
many congratulations to all those children who 
were awarded a trophy on the day. 

Many thanks to everyone involved, including 
the parents who spend so much time on the road 
and supporting their children, and especially to 
Rhys, Craig and all the support team for running 
such a successful club for all our local children. 
Long may it continue!

‘Why I voted for the amendment 
in the Commons Europe debate’ 



L AST week, I voted for 
the amendment to the 
Queen’s Speech in the 
House of Commons that 
would bring about a referen¬ 
dum on our membership of 
the European Union. 

Over the next few years, Europe is 
going to change significantly. The 
financial crisis in the Eurozone has 
meant that there needs to be an ever 
closer relationship between the coun¬ 
tries that use the currency. Common 
taxation policies are highly likely. 

Thankfully, we are not part of the 
single currency area, but we will be 
affected by the changes. Many will 
be wholly unacceptable to the British 
people. 

This process is our great opportuni¬ 
ty to change the relationship. It is an 
opportunity to revert back to the sort 
of Europe that we joined in the first 
place. A Europe based on trade and 
co-operation, rather than a federal 
super state. 

The negotiations to bring about the 
changes are likely to start in earnest 
after the German elections later this 
year. This is why the Prime Minister 
supports a referendum in 2017. It is 
an opportunity to negotiate the 
changes that we want to see. 

I want to see a more flexible 
Europe that respects the role of each 
individual nation. The single market 
needs to be completed and nations 
need to be allowed to better manage

their borders. 

All too often Europe’s regulations 
mean that we are too restricted in 
responding to market changes. 

To the Prime Minister’s credit, he 
has already shown significant influ¬ 
ence in some key areas; he is the only 
Prime Minister who has exercised the 
UK veto against an EU-wide finan¬ 
cial services transaction tax. This 
would have affected every part of the 
UK more than any part of Europe. 

More recently, few offered real 


hope to see the EU budget being cut. 
Again, he delivered on this, receiving 
credit from all sides of the political 
spectrum. 

The 2017 deadline is also impor¬ 
tant to rebalancing our economy. We 
are now growing our exports to 
China, Brazil, India and Russia, after 
a slow start over the last decade. 

If we want to have a real choice in 
2017, then it is in our interests to be 
less dependent on any one market and 
to use the intervening time to diversi¬ 
fy* 

Finally, many will say that even 
contemplating leaving Europe will 
damage our long-term prospects. 

I would suggest that they were the 
same people that said exactly the 
same over us not becoming part of 
the single currency. 

After all, President Obama this 
week described the situation quite 
well when he said, that it would be 
better to try to fix a relationship, 
before breaking it off. 

The Prime Minister is committed 
to renegotiate our relationship with 
Europe based on one that is more 
flexible and focused on trade. I 
strongly agree with this. 

At the end of the negotiations, 
there will be a referendum on whether 
the UK should remain part of the EU 
or withdraw. The Prime Minister has 
set a deadline of 2017.

end up ‘taking the law into their 
own hands.’ 

With more people represent¬ 
ing themselves, court hearings 
could take longer, increasing 
the workload of court staff and 
judges and ultimately this could 
end up costing the Government 
more. 

Of course, many will not be 
represented by anyone at all. 

The Legal Aid Bill was 
defeated 14 times in its passage 
through Parliament and was 
only just passed by the narrow¬ 
est of majorities. 

The former Legal Advice 
and Assistance Act 1972 
enabled solicitors to give 
advice and assistance on hous¬ 
ing, welfare benefits, debt, 
employment under the Green Form Scheme and in 
1993 advice centres, such as the CAB, were 
brought into the scheme. 

This has now been scrapped and advice services 
and charities in Wales are already finding them¬ 
selves under greater pressure as more and more 
people turn to them for support. 

These legal aid cuts, and cuts to welfare bene¬ 
fits, as well as pressures on working households 
due to rising household and living costs, are having 
a devastating impact on the lives of many people. 

Debt is a major problem and we are seeing a wor¬ 
rying rise in the number of payday loan lenders 
opening up on our high streets . 

In Wales, the Welsh Government has pledged to 
fund Citizens Advice Cymru £2.2m a year until 
2015 to support these volunteer-based advice serv¬ 
ices across Wales as more and more people turn to 
them for help. 

LEGAL AID 

Also, I have also been approached by solicitors 
who are concerned about the latest proposals for 
‘Transforming Legal Aid’ which affect criminal 
legal aid. 

I am advised that these changes will result in 
‘the complete dismantling of the criminal defence 
system’ and ‘downgrading of legal advice and 
assistance is not only inevitable, but is actually 
envisaged within the proposals.’ 

My constituents fear that large scale unemploy¬ 
ment across the country will be inevitable, not only 
of the solicitors and their paralegal and 
secretarial/support staff, but also their secondary 
suppliers, together with the closure of most high 
street offices. 

Legal Aid has formed part of our commitment 
as a society to help with the cost of legal advice for 
people who cannot afford it. 

The UK Government’s new legislation and 
administrative changes will turn the clock back and 
arguably could cost the Government more in terms 
of the unintended consequences of removing this 
support from people when they most need it.

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‘North Barry residents 
concerned about house 
proposals’ says councillor 


A Barry councillor says local residents are 
concerned about proposals to build 200 
homes on a greenfield site at Weycock 
Cross. 

Plaid Cymru’s Ian Johnson visited an 
exhibition by Taylor Wimpey last Friday 
and spoke to people from Pontypridd Road, 
Nant Talwg Way, Highlight Park and Cwm 
Talwg.

Threatened bus route is saved 


THE Vale Council has 
announced that it has 
secured the future of Bus 
Service 320, which travels

Luhrmann’s 
Gatsby is good, 
but not great! 


O NE of the finest 
novels of the 20th 
century, The Great 
Gatsby has already been 
adapted for the big screen 
in 1974, with Robert 
Redford in the title role. 

However that hasn’t stopped 
Baz Luhrmann from attempting 
his own take on the source 
material in his first film since 
2008’s Australia. 

Tobey Maguire plays Nick 
Carraway, a young man caught 
up in the lavish lives of a group 
of socialites including Tom and 
Daisy Buchanan (Joel Edgerton 
and Cary Mulligan) and, of 
course, the mysterious Jay 
Gatsby (Leonardo DiCaprio). 

Drawn into their circle, Nick 
becomes privy to all sorts of 
details that will cause drama and 
heartbreak... 

To take on a novel widely 
regarded as one of the greatest 
of the 20th century takes a cer¬ 
tain amount of chutzpah, but for 
Baz Luhrmann it’s just another 
job - after all, once you’ve 
adapted Shakespeare (and gave 
it a shot in the arm that made 
younger audiences take another 
look at the bard’s work) with 
Romeo and Juliet then you can 
feel confident enough to tackle 
any literary source. 

Luhrmann’s theatricality has 
always been his calling card - 
and his Achilles heel - with crit¬ 
ics complaining that his histri¬ 
onics sometimes detract from 
the story he’s trying to tell. 

It’s a charge that many will 
level at this adaption of The 
Great Gatsby but, while his ten¬ 
dency for sweeping dramatics is 
more than pleasing to my eye, 
it’s the lack of depth and sheen 
of superficiality that leaves this 
film more good than ‘Great’. 

Kicking off the film by using 
his own framing device (one 
that on paper seemed disrespect¬ 
ful but on screen works wonder¬ 
fully), the film soon becomes 
singularly Luhrmann’s, all 
expansive zooms and pull-outs, 
booming (modern) soundtracks 
married to a sumptuous visual 
sense.

those who have read the book 
will be impressed at how the 
director has turned description 
to reality. The homes and loca¬ 
tions are incredibly evocative of 
Litzgerald’s prose. 

But while Luhrmann deserves 
plaudits for this, he deserves 
criticism for being unable to 
deliver the substance under the 
style. 

While the story unravels 
much as in the book, the charac¬ 
ters themselves don’t feel fully 
realized. At no point do you 
sense the longing of Gatsby for 
Daisy, the emotion of Daisy try¬ 
ing to make a life-changing 
decision, or Nick’s growing love 
of Gatsby. 

The script, written by 
Luhrmann with regular collabo¬ 
rator Craig Pearce, reconstructs 
the story well but just doesn’t 
nail the emotional core, nor the 
slowly building doom as the 
party comes closer and closer to 
being over. 

The film is well-acted, 
Leonardo DiCaprio built for the 
role of the playboy with a dark¬ 
er longing and his performance 
is impressive, as is Cary 
Mulligan’s, whose glittering 
world belies a lovelorn loneli¬ 
ness that can never come to the 
surface. 

The best performances, how¬ 
ever, come from Tobey Maguire, 
who invests Carraway with an 
innocent sensibility corrupted by 
the people around him, an 
accomplice slow ly seduced by 
' the bright 
lights, and Joel 
Edgerton, who 
gives Tom 


Buchanan an arrogance and atti¬ 
tude, his sense of entitlement 
burning through the character. 

If Luhrmann had managed to 
bring in the depth and emotion 
that the book has in droves then 
this would be an incredible 
affair; instead as the film pro¬ 
gresses, the emotion just doesn’t 
kick in and by the end, even 
Luhrmann’s direction becomes 
muted; a noble attempt for sure, 
but one that fails in its attempts 
at greatness. 

VERDICT - Stylishly execut¬ 
ed but lacking in the emotional 
depth that would have made it 
soar, The Great Gatsby is defi¬ 
nitely a Baz Luhrmann film, and 
works well in terms of its visual 
sense, but strip it down to the 
dramatic core and, even with 
skilled performances, it just 
lacks that little bit of depth. 
Enjoyable.

Jail for Pencoed 
woman after 
brewery theft 


A CREDIT con¬ 
troller at a leading 
Welsh brewery has 
been jailed for 15 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
stealing nearly 
£61,000 from her 
employer. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins QC said that a 
probation report on 50- 
year-old Marion Jenkins 
indicated “that she had 
little remorse and also 
possessed a certain arro¬ 
gance”. 

Jenkins, of 

Woodstock Gardens, 
Pencoed, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of stealing 
£60,942 belonging to SA 
Brain & Co Ltd. 

Last May, she was 
convicted of theft and 
fraud involving the same 
company and received a 
nine-month sentence. 

In 1991, said prosecu¬ 
tor Tony Trigg, she 
appeared at Gloucester 
Crown Court and 
received a suspended 
sentence for stealing 
£4,000 from another 
employer. 


Mr Trigg said that last 
June, while serving a 
sentence for the initial 
theft from S A Brain, fur¬ 
ther thefts came to light. 

Mr Trigg said that 
when cash payments 
were made to the com¬ 
pany by smaller busi¬ 
nesses, she would 
“pocket” the money and 
account for it by moving 
credit transfers from big¬ 
ger accounts. 

She got away with it, 
he said, between April 
2006 and November 
2011, without any of the 
thefts being discovered. 

When arrested, she 
admitted taking the 
£60,942. 

The total loss to 
Brains was £73,576. 
Her solicitor Najeem 
Majid, said she deserved 
credit for her guilty plea. 

“She is the author of 
her own misfortune. She 
could have drawn these 
matters to the attention 
of the court at the previ¬ 
ous hearing. 

“She cannot blame 
anyone else, and is now 
open about her circum¬ 
stances. 

“She coped with the 


previous prison sentence 
and she will cope again.” 

Mr Majid said she had 
hit hard times and strug¬ 
gled to get by. 

“But she should not 
have resorted to crime.” 

He said she had come 
to court prepared for 
immediate prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Judge Hopkins said 
that what Jenkins had 
done was to “cover up 
the audit trail”. 

He said the two thefts 
from the company had 
merged. 

He added that in the 
probationary report, she 
had indicated that 
because Brains was a 
large company, they 
could cope with the loss 
and she had not spent 
any of the money on lux¬ 
uries. 

“It has to be said you 
were in a substantial 
position of trust,” the 
Judge added. 


A community 
order for 
Porthcawl man 


FOR what was 
described by a 
judge at Cardiff 
Crown Court as 
“an unpleasant 
piece of violence,” 
a 21-year-old 
Porthcawl man has 
been made subject 
to a community 
order for a year. 

Window fitter 
Alexander Nutty of 
Fenton Place, had 
admitted assaulting 
Robert Jones. He was 
also in breach of a 12- 
month suspended sen¬ 
tence for possessing 
mephadrone. 

For the assault, he 
was also ordered to 
undertake 100 hours 
unpaid work and to 
observe a 20-week cur¬ 
few on Saturdays and 
Sundays from 9pm-5am 
with electronic tagging. 

He was also ordered 
to pay his victim £150 
compensation plus pros¬ 
ecution costs of £250. 

For the breach of the 
suspended sentence, he 
was fined £100 and 
ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £60. 

Judge Philip Richards 


said the assault was “an 
unpleasant piece of vio¬ 
lence”. He was involved 
with others and his 
responsibility was not as 
great as them, he said. 

Prosecutor Gareth 
James said the assault 
took place in the centre 
of Bridgend when Nutty 
was with two friends. 

There was an alterca¬ 
tion with three other 
people, and during the 
attack, Nutty joined in 
at the end. 

Mr Jones was 
punched a number of 
times. 

When arrested, Nutty 
claimed he had been the 
victim but accepted 
delivering a number of 
punches when he saw 
his friends fighting. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 
disorderly behaviour 
and possessing 
mephadrone worth 
£1,000 with intent to 
supply in Swansea. 

His solicitor Rhodri 
Chudleigh said the 
injury the victim 
received was relatively 
minor, and Nutty had no 
previous convictions for 
violence. 


Suspended 
sentence for 
Kenfig Hill man 


POLICE who were called to a 
disturbance in a South 
Cornelly garage searched one 
of those involved and found 
him in possession of drugs . 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Darren 
Ward (26) of Commercial Street, 
Kenfig Hill, admitted being concerned 
in the supply of cocaine, possessing 
the drug, producing cannabis, and pos¬ 
sessing cannabis with intent to supply. 

He was jailed for 48 weeks, sus¬ 
pended for a year, made subject to a 
supervision order for a year, and 
directed to carry out 150 hours unpaid 
work. 

In addition, he was made subject to 
a 16-week 8pm-6am curfew, with 
electronic tagging and ordered to pay 
costs of £160. 

Judge Philip Richards said it was 
obvious Ward had been supplying the 
criminal fraternity, a group who cause 
great misery. 

“Your involvement in drugs 
revealed features about you which are 
not just criminal, but worrying.” 

He added: “Your use of drugs will 
do you no good at all, and cocaine is 
one of the hardest drugs on the street.” 

He said he took into account that 
Ward was about to be a father, and 
happily, he was in employment. 

Therefore, he said, he was giving 
him a chance to avoid prison. 

Judge Richards warned him: “Lay 
off drugs, I can’t make it clearer than 


that.” 

Prosecutor Gareth James said that 
one night last August, police were 
called to a disturbance between Ward 
and a taxi driver at the Esso garage, 
South Cornelly. 

Ward was searched and officers 
found cocaine and cannabis on him. 
His home was searched and there the 
police found a cannabis plant and a 
further amount of cannabis. 

He told officers that the cocaine was 
for personal use, as was the cannabis. 

But messages on a mobile phone 
made it clear he was dealing in 
cannabis and cocaine. 

“In essence, he was dealing with no 
financial gain, but was assisting in the 
sourcing of drugs,” said Mr James. 

He added: “He gave others the 
means to obtain drugs.” 

Ward was said to have convictions 
for driving with excess alcohol and 
causing criminal damage. 

His barrister, Owen Williams, said: 
“This man has a good work ethic, and 
holds down two jobs. 

“There are positive features about 
him. The offences were triggered by 
the breakdown of a relationship when 
his life took a downward turn. 

“He realises that what he did was 
wrong, and these proceedings have 
focussed his mind. Custody would 
have a devastating impact.”

C5 proves a competent performer 


MOTORING with 
TIM SAUNDERS 


THE size of a boot is extremely impor¬ 
tant, especially if you have a growing 
family, like me. 

And so it is disappointing that so many hatch¬ 
backs and saloons lack in this area. Even the Jaguar 
XJ, while having a seemingly long one does not 
have the necessary depth for bulky items. 

It is, therefore, refreshing to find that the Citroen 
C5 has a cavernous boot, large enough to swallow a 
cumbersome tandem pushchair as you can see in 
the video at testdrives.biz. 

I am impressed. Externally, the car’s rear doesn’t 
look ugly either; in fact, on approaching it early 
one morning, from the side it looks like a Mercedes 
C-class thanks to the similar styling. 

It is also helpful that the rear seats split and fold 
as well as featuring a useful hatch for long awk¬ 
ward items to run the length of the car. 

When I tested the Jaguar XJ last week I was sur¬ 
prised that this model didn’t have split fold rear 
seats owing to the fact that they were electrically 
adjustable. 

My eyebrows remain suitably raised when I open 
the doors of the C5 and find the rear windows fitted 
with sun blinds that easily pull up and down. They 
effectively shield little passengers Harriett and 


Heidi from the bright sunshine that has finally 
decided to appear during the road test. 

Inside there is a feeling of being fairly low to the 
ground thanks its stance on the road, helping it feel 
quite sporty. It does seem to be quite a wide car and 
despite possessing reasonable spatial awareness, I 
find manoeuvring it a little tricky, although I’m still 
able to reverse park into a fairly tight spot without 
trouble. 

As regular readers will know, I do suffer from a 
bad back and when I tested the Jaguar XJ last week 
I foolishly over-used its seat massage function, 
which has subsequently resulted in severe back 
pain. 

Exercise, as always, is helping - but this experi¬ 
ence has made me even more critical of drivers’ 
seats. 

The electrically adjustable and heated one in the 
Citroen could do with a better lumbar support but 
that’s my only complaint. 

The C5 is a capable family car and provides a 
comfortable ride. However, it is also quite a sporty 
saloon thanks to a sports mode function, which pro¬ 
vides a more punchy performance while a sports 
suspension switch hardens the ride. The six-speed 
auto box can also be used as a manual for greater 
driving pleasure. 


A little way into the test, I realise that the strik¬ 
ing steering wheel rotates around a fixed column, 
complete with cruise control and radio functions. 

This takes a little getting used to, especially if 
lazy hands rest on it. I have not driven another car 
with such a unique steering wheel. It’s a good idea 
because, for instance, in my wife’s old Fiat Punto, 
if you’re going round a roundabout and want to 
turn the volume down it can be tricky with the 
steering wheel mounted controls invariably being 
upside down. 

The C5 is also equipped with all the luxuries 
today’s motorists would expect including sat nav, 
all round electric windows and air conditioning. 

The rear window coated in early morning dew 
does take a long time to demist, though. 

Motorway cruising is made easy by cruise con¬ 
trol, which keeps the set speed within one or two 
mph, regardless of incline. 

Over long distances, the adjustable front centre 
armrest provides added comfort for the driver and 
front passenger. 

Externally, when savouring the stylish C5 from 
the side there are the smallest welcome hints of the 
past from the distinctive CX, SM and GS models of 
the ’70s and ’80s. Good design does draw on the 
past, in my opinion.

PHANTOMS ALSO 
ENJOY THE MERRY 
MONTH OF MAY! 


The Month of May 
THE colourful month of May is 
named after the Greek goddess 
of fertility, Maia, and its tradi¬ 
tions date back to the Pagan rit¬ 
uals relating to the last month 
of the spring season. May has 
two bank holidays, the first 
being May Day (Belatine) which 
was a celebration of Celtic tra¬ 
ditions where bonfires were lit 
to mark the beginning of sum¬ 
mer. 

May Day, commemorated on the first 
Monday in May was designated a bank 
holiday in 1978. 

Whitsun and Whit Monday, however, 
fall at the end of May, where fetes, fairs, 
pageants, parades, the consumption of 
Whitsun ales and Morris dancing were 
all part of the festivities. 

CELEBRATIONS 

These were days of celebration where 
young men and women danced on the 
village green with a decorated felled tree 
(usually birch) at the centre of the festi¬ 
val. 

Branches were cut off the tree and the 
trunk decorated with coloured ribbons 
tied from the top. Whit Monday was 
declared a holiday in 1871 when an Act 
of Parliament was passed. 

Whitsun (Whitsunday or Whit) is tra¬ 
ditionally the Christian festival of 
Pentecost, the 7th Sunday after Easter, 
which has some similar traditions to the 
feasting of May Day. 

During the Middle Ages, holidays 
involved Morris dancing and villagers 
would collect blossoming flowers and 
branches to decorate the maypole. 

A piper would then play tunes for 
them to dance around it, wearing colour¬ 
ful clothing and belts. Today, the cos¬ 
tume is more elaborate, with white cloth¬ 
ing and a red sash. 


Whitsun was symbolised by the dove 
during the Middle Ages where these 
birds of peace were taken to churches 
throughout the land to be blessed. 

People from this era often carved out 
wooden doves or even created birds 
using the art of paper folding, or origami. 

Rose petals would also be collected 
for the occasion to shower the clergy 
during the reading of the story of 
Pentecost. The ancient flower of 
columbine (which is Latin for dove) is 
also a symbol of the month of May. 

Whitsun is believed to date back to the 
12th century, where carvings of The 
Green Man would mysteriously appear in 
churches throughout the British Isles, as 
green was said to be the colour of fife. 

The Green Man was also believed to 
be the God of Woodlands, so he was 
obviously an ancient ‘God’ portraying 
the beliefs of its time. 

Also on Whit Sunday, keepers of 
lighthouses would illuminate their build¬ 
ings recognising the symbol of fire, 
another custom of its time. 

Welsh folklore tales maintain that 
fairies dance around the fairy ring at 
dusk on Whit Sunday, and any witnesses 
to this silent action are believed to obtain 
good luck for the year ahead. This tale is 
another slant from legends of 
Mabinogion, which means tales of youth 
in the Welsh language, and have been 
passed down through time. 

WHEELS ON FIRE 

Wheels of fire were rolled down the 
hillside, and livestock would be guided 
through the flames as a sign of purifica¬ 
tion, a custom which is now resigned to 
history books. Another belief involved 
Druids worshipping trees as a religious 
ritual. 

If hares are found close to your home, 
they are deemed as witches in disguise, 
and luck would never cross your path for 
the year ahead, especially if they were 
killed, another belief concerning the 
month of May. 


History also has interesting facts con¬ 
cerning events surrounding the month of 
May from a bygone era. For instance, on 
May 8, 1945, VE Day (Victory in 
Europe) was celebrated, the Roman god 
Mercury (son of Zeus) marked his birth¬ 
day on May 6, and the more macabre 
events included the burning at the stake 
of Joan of Arc on the 30th in 1431, and 
the death of King Arthur in 542 on the 
same date. 

The ghostly figure of a lady dressed in 
a long flowing gown and presenting her¬ 
self with long scraggly hair has often 
been associated with the month of May. 

She is chased by riders on white hors¬ 
es thundering through villages to capture 
her. But who could this maiden be, and 
why would she have to flee from a sup¬ 
posed cavalry? 

SINGING IN SILENCE 

A re-enactment of a mediaeval (or 
possibly Roman) feast occurs late at 
night on the evening of the third Tuesday 
in May where a phantom scene of 
unrecognisable people seem to sing, 
dance and huddle around a small bonfire 
on hillsides around the countryside, yet 
these actions are said to be performed in 
silence. 

Could the people of yesteryear be 
unwilling to abandon their celebrations 
from the Christian calendar? 

Phantom officers wearing military uni¬ 
form have been reported to patrol the 
area of their old base at St Athan at dusk 
throughout the month of May, yet no 
explanation can be found for their 
appearance. 

Could the participants of World War 
Two be reminding the living of their 
bravery during such a fierce battle, or 
just phantoms revisiting a barracks which 
celebrated the end of the War? 

But fact or fiction? Only you can 
decide ...

The Volvo V40. 


D esigners, 

like writers, 
crave inspi¬ 
ration and a desire 
to stand out from 
the crowd for all 
the right reasons, 
too. 

So what on earth is 
the poor designer to do 
when confronted with a 
request to introduce a 
new luxury mid-range 
family hatchback into, 
what many may consid¬ 
er to be a saturated mar¬ 
ketplace? 

A marketplace flood¬ 
ed with Volkswagens, 
BMWs and Audis. Not 
only look to the compe¬ 
tition but draw on the 
past, all the while look¬ 
ing to the future. And 
that partly helps to 
explain the new Volvo 
V40. 

This is the second 
generation model 
because its predecessor 
was launched in 1996, 
manufactured until 
2004. My uncle was 
the proud owner of one 
of these, until he hit a 
deer while travelling at 
speed on the motorway. 

He was lucky to be 
alive but then he was 
driving a Volvo, 
renowned for its safety 
features. 

Looking back at the 
original V40, it fol¬ 
lowed a long line of 


Volvos of that era, with 
their slightly rounded 
edges - the manufactur¬ 
er slowly breaking away 
from its trademark 
straight lines of the 
‘80s. 

There were a lot of 
curves on earlier models 
and in common with 
many manufacturers, 
these are being revisited 
with today’s offerings. 

The Swedish manu¬ 
facturer has always 
offered something 
slightly different and 
the new V40 continues 
along this road. 

It can be easily 
recognised as a modern 
Volvo, sharing much in 
common with its larger 
brothers. But there is no 
doubt that while the 
brand has resurrected 
the V40, the model we 
have before us shares 
nothing in common 
with its ancestor, apart 
from the distinctive 
Volvo emblem of course 
and its flawless safety 
record. 

Today’s V40 is clean, 
fast and perhaps most 
interestingly of all, a 
hatchback. The original 
V40 was offered in 
either saloon or estate 
variants. 

For me, an important 
test currently, is whether 
a car has a large enough 
boot to carry a cumber¬ 
some tandem pushchair. 
It’s not a fair test by any 


means but one that is 
necessary in the current 
state of the Saunders 
family, made up of two 
little rascals of two 
years old and a little 
over two months. 

Harriett, our eldest 
despises the very 
thought of having to sit 
in the front of the 
pushchair, but eventual¬ 
ly gives in after a long 
day’s walking. Heidi is 
perfectly happy sleeping 
all day long. Anyway, 
you can see the necessi¬ 
ty. 

A great many vehi¬ 
cles have boots that do 
not allow for such a 
large item. I thought 
the Volvo was going to 
join them. 

I was about to give 
up when I decided to 
push the split fold rear 
seats down. This 


allowed me to manoeu¬ 
vre this bulky, awkward 
item into position and to 
my surprise and delight, 
I was then able to pull it 
back into the boot. 

The boot is just wide 
enough to accommodate 
the length of the 
pushchair as you can 
see from the video at 
testdrives.biz. 

The parcel shelf has 
to be removed, though. 
This extremely tight fit 
means that the same 
procedure has to be 
endured to remove the 
pushchair from the 
boot. 

So it takes a little 
while and a little biting 
of the tongue in remov¬ 
ing and refitting baby 
seats. 

This is the first 
hatchback tested that 
has actually been large 


enough for our tandem 
pushchair. 

Externally, it’s a dis¬ 
tinctive vehicle, the R- 
Design model tested, 
complete with alloy 
wheels and fog lights in 
the front bumper, make 
it look sporty, helped by 
its poise on the road. I 
like the twin exhausts 
and the curvaceous 
boot. 

However, I cannot 
seem to open the rear 
doors without pressing 
the keyfob a couple of 
times. 

Inside, the V40 is 
well appointed with 
black leather seats, all 
round electric windows, 
sat nav and heated front 
seats. 

If the middle seat in 
the rear isn’t being used 
there’s a comfortable 
armrest and the edge of 
the seat cleverly con¬ 
ceals cupholders, 
accessed by the pull of 
a lever. 

Equipped with a slick 
six-speed manual box, 
engine stop start and a 
traditional handbrake 
(albeit in an off centre 
position), this 1.6-litre 
petrol Swede delivers 
capable performance 
while returning over 
30mpg.
